Officials believe it may be the 
worst cloudburst disaster in Italian 
history.

stormed the Italian mainland in 
World War 11-ut least 62 bodies 
had been found in the mud-choked 
streets. Suburban Canaloni

almost destroyed. 
First unofficial reports from the 
impoverished little hamlet of Ales- 
sia said there were 110 victims 


there. One building where seven 
families lived caved in, killing at 
least 30.

SALERNO, Italy (ZP) — Raging 
rain storms and roaring landslides 
ravaged the fabled Salerno-Am alfi 
coastline today, killing more than 
150 Italians and leaving scores 
missing or buried beneath crum­ 
bled homes in a dozen cities and 
towns. 
Hour by hour delayed reports 
painted an ever blacker picture. 
Officials believe it may be the 
worst cloudburst disaster in Italian 
history. 
Here is Salerno-a city of 70,000 
barely recovered from the savage 
w'ounds it suffered during the bit­ 
ter 
battle 
when 
Allied 
troops 
stormed the Italian mainland in 
World War Il-at least 62 bodies 
had been found in the mud-choked 
streets. Suburban Canaloni 
was 
almost destroyed. 
First unofficial reports from the 
impoverished little hamlet of Ales- 
sia said theie were 60 victims 


there. One building w-here seven 
families lived caved in, killing at 
least 30. 
On a smaller scale, there were 
smilar reports from all along the 
beautiful 10-mile streech of coast­ 
line which each year is a summer­ 
time playground for thousands of 
American and European tourists. 
No foreign casualties have been 
reported so tar. Almost all the 
tourists have gone home by this 
time of year. 
Maiori reported 15 dead; Vietri, 
30; Minori, 3. The total for entire 
Salerno province alone was set by 
the national police at 125. Scores 
of injured were hospitalized and 
the condition of many was critical. 
In Rome, the Cabinet called an 
emergency session for tomorrow to 
consider relief measure^.

A new spaper’s prim ary business 
is reporting the facts to YOU— 
you and me, the people. 
T hat’s the point such politicians 
and public officials miss—that a 
new spaper’s business is to report 
the facts. And th at the detail of 
printing a new spaper is m erely a 
m echanical process— if a terribly 
expensive one— in the business of 
reporting the facts. 
Often, w hen you tell such a pol­ 
itician or public official that a 
new spaper’s job is to print the 
facts, he’ll start citing incidents 
in which a new spaper “didn’t.” 
“For exam ple,” he’ll say. “Sena­ 
tor So-In-So said black is w hite 
and the 
papers 
published 
his 
speech. Everybody knows black 
isn’t w hite.” 
Sure they do. But everybody al­ 
so is entitled to know w hat the 
Senator said, even when he resorts 
to less than the truth. It was a 
fact he said black was white.

negotiate with Spain for free cavi­ 
tation of the M ssissipoi or 
it­ 
self with England to defeat Spain, 
realized that Kentucky would have 
no reason to separate from t h e 
United States if M organ relieved 
he pressure by m aking New M ad­ 
id an outlet for United States 
mods. Therefore, Wilkinson con- 
inced Miro that Spain’s interests 
could be sacrificed under Mor- 
ran ’s plan, because the A m e n -f*i 
settlers would rem ain A m erican in 
heir outlook and would m erely 
•ause trouble in Spain’s well-dis- 
■ i p I i n e d 
em p'rc. 
Wilkinson 
tressed the advantage of coloniza­ 
tion of Spanish territory by Span- 
h agents and under Spanish sup- 
rvision and of fortification to up- 
o'd authority. 
U n d e r W ilkinson’s influence, 
Miro reduced M organ’s grants. He 
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decided to fortify the settlem ent 
and m ade M organ second in com­ 
m and to the m ilitary officer to be 
appointed. Spanish officers were to 
adm inister Spanish laws aftey all. 
No public worship was to be al­ 
lowed except that of the Catholic 
C h u r c h , 
although 
Protestants 
would not be molested. Miro re ­ 
quired the settlers to take an oath 
of allegiance to defend Spanish te r­ 
ritory if necessary. He authorized 
M organ to bring in Americans .and 
stipulated that land giants would 
be free. N tw settlers would enjoy 
the sam e privileges as the old in­ 
habitants. 
M organ’s enthusiasm 
vanished 
when he discovered that he would 
be second in com m and and that 
his ow n‘personal land grant was 
cut to 1.000 acies. Furtherm ore, he 
was convinced that Am erican set­ 
tlers would not approve of M iro’s 
requirem ents. Morgan never re­ 
turned to New Madrid, but, after 
being assured that grants he had 
m ade to the men who had already 
begun the settlem ent would be up­ 
held. he went instead to Philadel­ 
phia. Many of the men who had 
left Fort Pitt with M organ re ­ 
turned 
home with 
their leader. 
Settlers were further discouraged 
by a flood in the sum m er of 1789. 
when the fort had to be moved to 
higher ground. All but fourteen of 
the settlers had left by Novem­ 
ber. 
The settlem ent at New M adrid 
had existed without com m andant, 
either civil or m litary throughout 
the 
1780’s, 
creating 
a 
situation 
which virtually am ounted to an­ 
archy. To correct this law lessness, 
Miro sent Henre Pevroux and six 
soldiers to New Madrid to preserve 
order after M organ’s departure. 
Peyroux opened several roads and 
m ade land grants but w-as soon re­ 
placed by Pierre Foueher who was 
ordered to New M adrid in July. 
1 1789 to build a fort and take civil 
and m ilitary com m and. Foueher 
.built Fort Celeste (nam ed after 
M iro’s wife) and laid out the town, 
but prosperity was elusive in spite 
of the com m andant’s efforts. Dur 
ing the following adm inistration of 
Thomas P artel I, from 1791 to 1796. 
the situation becam e worse instead 
of better. Nor was there any great 
im provem ent during the adm inis­ 
tration ol Colonel Charles De L as­ 
sus from 1796 to 1799, but new set­ 
tlers continued to come to keep the 
town alive. Although there was not 
much farm ing before 1796, 174 lots 
had been granted by then 
while 
only seventy-one were abandoned. 
Bv M ar, 1799, oaths had been giv­ 
en to 601 new settlers at New M ad­ 
rid, but the first statistical census 
that year showed the p o ta tio n to 
bo only 282 persons. The popula­ 
tion of the whole district of New 
Madrid was 831. By 1799. the In­ 
dians had gone farther inland, cut 
ting off trade and making it neces 
sary for a few resident hunters to 
provision the village. The situation 
was so critical that rationing was 
used in the 1790 s, with coupons bt 
ing issued for such item s as bread, 
. tobacco, sugar, and rum . 
Priest Named 
In spite of all this hardship, def­ 
inite progress was m ade. As early 
as 1789, a road had been m arked 
out following the old Indian trail 
from New1 M adrid to St. Louis. El 
Cam ino Real, or King’s Highw’ay, 
; as it was called, passed through 
Big Prairie, through Rich Woods, 
I to Scott County, and on through 
Cape G irardeau and Ste. Gene­ 
vieve stim ulating 
settlem ent 
all 
Husbands! Wives! 
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the leadership of Samuel Mason | 
had to be driven out. Before t h e i 
tim e of the earthquakes in 1611 1 
and 1812, the settlem ent had alm ost 
' expired and had been revived sev­ 
eral tin e s, but it had m ade steady, 
if slow, progress. 
If this superficial picture were 
the whole story of the struggling 
village, we might not be dedicating 
this m arker here today. However. 
New M adrid’s significance far o ut-, 
weighed the m ere census figures, 
and the settlem ent is im portant for 
its unique position in the Spanish 
regime. Until late in 1799, New 
Madrid was com pletely indepdnd- 
ent from the rest of Upper Louisi­ 
ana. The com m ander at New M ad­ 
rid exercised the powers of a sub­ 
delegate to the governor at New 
O rleans and adm inistered the dis­ 
trict independently of the lieuten­ 
ant-governor at St. 
Louis. This 
gave 
the 
com m andant 
at 
New 
Madrid a position of superiority ■ 
over those at Ste. Genevieve. Cape 
G irardeau, and St. Charles, as all 
i post com m anders in Upper Louisi­ 
ana were under the control of the 
lieutenant-governor at St. Louis. 
Until 1799, the only two “ patented 
officers" were at St. Louis and at 
New M adrid. These officers could 
make land grants which formed 
I the basis for legal claim s and were 


recognized by the governor at New I 
O rleans, subject to the approval of 
the 
royal 
i P en d an t s. 
Com m an­ 
dants at St. Charles, Ste. Gene­ 
vieve, and Cape G irardeau w e r e 
“ particular” officers and had 
no 
such 
subdelegate 
powers. 
This 
privileged 
position 
ended 
when 
New M adrid becam e part of Upper 
Louisiana in 1799. 
Furtherm ore, New M adrid had 
an independent court system . In 
the Spanish system , cases were 
tried bv the com m andant with ap­ 
peal possible to the lieutenant-gov­ 
ernor and from h.m to the gover­ 
nor general. Because of its dis­

New M adrid obtained the right to

This immigration had also been in­ 
creased by the passage of the Or­ 
dinance of 1787 which led slave­ 
holders to believe that Negroes 
would be freed in the Northwe.-t 
Territory as soon as a territorial 
government was establi hod. T h e 
influence of New Madrid i - c\ on 
reflected back in this very North­ 
west Territory from which it took 
settlers, because the plan of sur­ 
veying used by Morgan at New 
Madrid was so far superior to for­ 
m er plans used bv Congress that 
it was adopted by the United States 
in 1796 in surveying the land north 
of the Oh o River. 
Perhaps New Madrid' > greatest 
contributions as an innovator came 
in the period before the Louisiana 
Purchase, but the District of New 
Madrid 
had 
important 
political 
significance which carried over to 
the American period. Untd about 
1795, New Madrid included Cape 
Girardeau and until 
1801, it in­ 
cluded what was to becorm Arkan­ 
sas. William Henry Harr son, Gov­ 
ernor of Indiana Territory which 
included the District of Louisiana, 
by a proclamation on October 1. 
1804, extended the southern boun­ 
dary of New Madrid to 33 degrees 
north latitude and this line was 
used by Congress the same year 
as the dividing line between 
the 
District of Louisiana and the Ter­ 
ritory of Orleans. The old District 
of New Madrid remained a politi­ 
cal division until 1812 when it be­ 
came a county The southern boun­ 
dary of New Madrid was contract­ 
ed in 181.3 when Arkansa- County 
was 
established. 
Clarke, 
Home­ 
stead. and Pulaski counties were 
formed from Arkansas County, and 
all four countiw were lost to New 
Madrid and to Missouri when the 
Arkansas 
Territory 
v a 
created 
March 2. 1819 Now Madrid w 0 s 
further broken down in 1815 when 
Lawrence County was organized 
from part of N> v Madrid wt t >f 
the St. Francis River and north of 
Arkansas County Lawrence Coun­ 


ty was shortlived, however, 
f o r 
three years later it was combined 
with part of Cape Girardeau to be­ 
come Wayne County. New Madrid 
was then located between Wayne 
County and the Mississippi River. 
The original county of New Madrid 
was reduced in size, but the town 
retained political importance when 
the seat of justice was 
moved 
from Winchester to New Madrid in 
1821. 
Today twenty-nine of Missouri’s 
114 counties are wholly or partly 
made of territory which was part 
of the original New Madrid Coun­ 
ty. These include the counties of 
Scott. 
Mississippi. 
New 
Madrid, 
Pemiscot, Dunklin. Stoddard. But­ 
ler, Carter. Ripley, Oregon, Howell 
Christian, Douglas, Ozark. Taney, 
Stone, and Barry. It also includes 
parts of the counties of Bollinger, 
Wavne, Revnolds, Shannon. Texas, 
W’right, 
Webster, 
Greene, 
Law­ 
rence, Jasper, Newton, and Mc­ 
Donald. 
Wre see, then, that New Madrid 
was 
the 
political 
nucleus 
from 
which future southeastern Missou­ 
ri Counties were to evolve, in spite 
of the fact that rival settlements 
soon developed to grow along side 
th" first American eitv in Missouri. 
Although 
New Madrid 
was 
not 
able to furnish many actual set­ 
tlers to new areas, it did provide 
leadership bv example and 
gave 
incentive for the immigration of 
Americans into Spanish Territory. 
New Madrid's role in settling the 
area would no doubt have been 
considerably stronger if the town 
itself had not suffered misfortunes 
which retarded its growth and pre­ 
vented 
prosperity 
in 
the 
early 
period before Missouri became a 
state. The swampiness of the area 
had been underestimated by the 
original settlers and was to prove 
a constant handicap. Also, the In- 
dian trade had declined almost to 
the point of non-existence, 
some­ 
times bringing real hardship to the 
settlers. Bv far the most important 
impediment to its growth, 
how­ 
ever, was the series of earthquakes 
which began December 16. 1811, 
bringing such terror and destruc­ 
tion in the next year that settlers 
lacked the confidence necessary to 
rebuild good homes. While other 
areas of the future stat" of M:s- 
souri were forging swiftly ahead, 
New Madrid was fighting for sur­ 
vival and recovery. Public works 
and several streets were 
carried 
away, including Fathci Gibault's 
Church, house, and gardens. Only 
two families rem a'ned at one time 
of the crisis, and over one hundred 
tracts of land were offered for sale 
for back taxes in April, 1817. 
Earthquakes Described 
Numerous descriptions of t h e 
earthquakes 
have 
been 
handed 
down. Perhaps one of the most 
vivid was written by Elia Bryan 
in 1816: 
“ The awful darnkess of 1he at­ 
mosphere which, ns form erly, was 
saturated with the sulphurous va­ 
por, and the violence of the tem ­ 
pestuous thundering noise that ac­ 
companied it. together with all the 
other phenomena mentioned as at­ 
tending the former ones, formed a 
scene, the 
desorption 
of 
w*hich 
would require th > most subh'mely 
fanciful imagination. At fn>t t h < 
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Mississippi seemed to recede from 
its banks, and its water gathered 
up like a mountain, leav.ng, for a 
moment, many boats. . .on the bare 
sand, in which time the poor sail­ 
ors made their escape from them. 
It then rising fifteen or twenty 
feet perpendicularly, and expand­ 
ing, as it were, at the same mo­ 
ment, the bank overflowed with a 
retrograde current rapid as a tor­ 
rent. 
. . The 
river, 
falling im­ 
mediately as rapidly as it had 
risen, 
receded 
within 
its banks 
again with such violence that it 
took with it whole groves of young 
cottonwood trees which ledged its 
borders. . .The site of this town 
was evidently settled down at least 
fifteen feet. 
Another description continues: 
“ . . .the earth was thrown into 
waves like the waves of the sea; 
this waving motion was so violent 
that it was impossible to stand or 
to walk. . .Ihe crest of the waves 
was elevated some three or four 
feet above the usual level of the 
earth, forming long lines running 
from the southwest to northeast, 
and having depressions between 
them; 
some of these waves or 
swells burst, forming fissures 
in 
the earth some three to seven feet 
in width and extending to an un­ 
known depth . . . Out of the fissures 
thus formed there spouted great 
quantities of water, sand, and a 
kind of charcoal or lignite. 
In 
many cases there seems to have 
'een a sort of gas having a sul­ 
phurous smell.” 
Reelfoot Lake was one outcome 
of 
this 
upheaval. 
These 
shocks 
have 
not 
been 
surpassed 
or 
equalled for number, continuance 
of disturbance, area affected, or 
severity even by the more widely 
known quakes at Charleston 
and 
San Francisco. Only the scarcity 
of population has kept the N e w 
Madrid earthquake from gaining 
public attention. 
Connected with the fame of the 
earthquakes 
is 
the 
unfortunate 
scandal of the land frauds result­ 
ing from an act of Congress in 1815 
for the relief of earthquake 
vic­ 
tims. The act provided that victims 
could have an equal amount of 
land which was authoried for sale 
elsewhere in the territory. If the 
owner had held less than 160 acres, 
he was, nevertheless, entitled to a 
minimum of 160 acres by the act, 
making it possible to trade small 
town lots for good-sized farms. The 
inevitable speculation followed on 
a grandiose scale, with land sharks 
buying the damaged holdings for 
a 
song. 
The 
speculators 
them­ 
selves were sometimes the victims 
when landowners sold their proper- 
ty several times to different specu­ 
lators. The recorder at St. Louis 
issued 
516 
certificates 
for 
new 
land with the general provision 
that they could be filed for an 
equal amount of land in Boon’s 
Lick Country. 149 of these were for 
more land than was relinquished. 
Five times as m any certificates 
were filed as there were heads of 
families in the New Madrid area, 
and only twenty bona fide settlers 
finally claimed land under the act. 
The whole affair proved to be a 
field day for lawyers, and litiga­ 
tion was rife, but only in 142 eases 
was 
it 
finally 
ascertained 
that 
holders 
of 
the 
certificates 
had 
never held land in the area before 
the earthquake. 
Nor was this great earthquake 
to be the last disaster to come to 
the valiant little town which had 
struggled for survival from its in­ 
ception. The encroaching river had 
forced the town back one-half mile 
as early as 1808, and by 1855, in­ 
habitants were living on the third 
site. In 1862, Jam es Morris Mor­ 
gan. a midshipman in the Con­ 
federate 
nave, 
was ordered by 
Commodore George Hollins R; go 
ashore and burn the town estab­ 
lished by his .great-grandfather. 
Once more New Madrid was re­ 
built, and a mew church, the Im­ 
maculate Conception Church, was 
dedicated in 1869 This church was 
nearly destroyed by the severe 
flood of 1875, and the town has 
been plagued by floods periodical­ 
ly throughout its history. 
Surely it 
requires tremendous 
courage 
and 
perscrvance 
for 
a 
town to survive all that has be­ 
fallen New Madrid and still thrive 
to stand with traditional American 
doggedness. 
Today New 
Madrid 
serves as a center for one of the 
state’s richest agricultural 
areas. 
As we look around us at the never- 
ending drive for improvement, as 
exemplified in the fine new library, 
and at the lovely homes which 
line the streets, we must agree 
that the city’s pride' is justified. 
Although the old townsite lies un­ 
marked somewhere in Kentucky, 
and nearly all the old landmarks 
of the past have been washed 
away, tradition links the original 
settlement at 
New Madrid w th 
twenty-nine counties which are the 
political offspring of New Madrid 
County 
and

us of the 
spirit of fearless innovation which 
marked the mother settlement

com m ercially the most im portant 
station on the upper M .ssissippi in 
1799. It vt as the port of entry for 
all vessels going up or down the 
river, to or from New O rleans, and 
these boats had to land there fpr 
inspection. The itinerant Presby­ 
terian 
m inister, 
Tim othy 
Flint, 
said, “ You can nam e no point 
from the num erous rivers of the 
Ohio 
and 
the 
Mississippi 
from 
which some of the boats have not 
com e. . They have come from re­ 
gions, thousands of miles apart 
(and;. . .have floated to a common 
point of union.” 
Revenue boats 
w ere stationed 
at 
this 
customs 
port, and in the spring as m any 
as one hundred boats w ere known 
to land at New M adrid in a single 
day. 
Helps Expansion 
Most im portant of all is the role 
played by New M adrid in leading 
the way for Am erican 
expansion 
w est of the M ississippi River. Mor­ 
gan’s project m arked the inceptio) 
of the peaceful conquest by Ameri­ 
cans of Upper Louisiana. The im ­ 
pulse given 
Am erican 
im m igra­ 
tion bv the wide advertisem ent of 
M organ's plans combined with the 
liberal land policy of the Spanish 
authorities to stium uate westward 
m ovem ent. So great was Ameri- 
ican m igration that when the ter­ 
ritory was ceded to the United 
States, a m ajority of the popula­ 
tion of Uper Louisiana was 
al­ 
ready 
composed 
of 
Am ericans. 
This im m igration had also been in­ 
creased by the passage of the Or­ 
dinance of 1787 which led slave­ 
holders to believe that Negroes 
would be freed in the Northwest 
T erritory as soon as a territorial 
governm ent was established. T h e 
influence of New M adrid is even 
reflected back in this very N orth­ 
w est Territory from which it took 
settlers, because the plan of sur­ 
veying used by M organ at New 
M adrid was so far superior to for­ 
m er plans used bv Congress that 
it was adopted by the United States 
in 1796 in surveying the land north 
of the Ohio River. 
Perhaps New M adrid’s greatest 
contributions as an innovator cam e 
in the period before the Louisiana 
Purchase, but the District of New 
M adrid 
had 
im portant 
political 
significance which carried over to 
the American period. Until about 
1795, Now M adrid includ' d Cape 
G irardeau and until 1804, it in­ 
cluded what was to become Arkan­ 
sas. William Henry H arr son, Gov­ 
ernor of Indiana T erritory w'hich 
included the D istrict of Louisiana, 
by a proclam ation on October I, 
1804, extended tho southern boun­ 
dary of New M adrid to 33 degrees 
north latitude and this line was 
used by Congress the sam e year 
as the dividing line between the 
D istrict of Louisiana and the Ter­ 
ritory of Orleans. The old District 
of New M adrid rem ained a politi­ 
cal division until 1812 when it be­ 
cam e a county The southern boun­ 
d ary of N ev M adrid was contract­ 
ed in 1813 when A rkansas County 
was 
established. 
Clarke, 
Hemp­ 
stead. and Pulaski counties were 
form ed from Arkansas County, and 
all four coontie* were lost to Now 
M adrid and to M issouri when the 
A rkansas T erritory 
was 
created 
M arch 2. 1819 New M adrid w a s 
further broken down in 1815 when 
Law rence County was organized 
from part rf New M adrid west of 
the St. Francis River and north of 
A rkansas County. Law rence Conn- 
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ty was shortlived, however, 
f o r 
three years later it was com bined 
with part of Cape G irardeau to be­ 
com e W ayne County. New M adrid 
was then located betw een W ayne 
County and the M ississippi River. 
The original county of New’ M adrid 
was reduced in size, but the town 
retained political im portance when 
the seat of justice was moved 
from W inchester to New M adrid in 
1821. 
Today twenty-nine of M issouri’s 
114 counties are wholly or partly 
m ade of territory which was part 
of the original New M adrid Coun­ 
ty. These include the counties of 
Scott, 
Mississippi, 
New 
M adrid, 
Pem iscot, Dunklin. Stoddard. B ut­ 
ler, C arter, Ripley, Oregon. Howell 
C hristian, Douglas, Ozark. Taney, 
Stone, and B arry. It also includes 
parts of the counties of Bollinger, 
W avne, Reynolds, Shannon, T«*xas, 
W right, 
W ebster, 
G reene,

rence, Jasper, Newton, and Mc­

We see. then, that New M adrid 
was 
the 
political 
nucleus 
from 
which future southeastern Missou­ 
ri Counties wore to evolve, in spite 
of the fact that rival settlem ents 
soon daveloped to grow along side 
the first American city in Missouri.

M adrid 
was 
not 
able to furnish m any actual set­ 
tlers to new’ areas, it did provide 
leadership by exam ple and 
gave 
incentive for the im m igration of 
Am ericans into Spanish T erritory, 
New’ M adrid’s role in settling the 
area would no doubt have been 
considerably stronger if the town 
itself had not suffered m isfortunes 
which retarded its growth and p re­

state. The swam piness of the area 
had been underestim ated by the 
original settlers and was to prove 
n constant handicap. Also, the In­ 
dian trade had declined alm ost to 
the point of non-existence, some­ 
tim es bringing real hardship to the 
settlers. By far the most im portant 
im p ^ im e n t to its growth, how­ 
ever, was the series of earthquakes 
which began Decem ber 16, 1811. 
bringing such terro r and destruc­ 
tion in the next y ear that settlers 
lacked the confidence necessary to 
rebuild good homes. While other 
areas of the future state of M:s- 
souri were forging swiftly ahead. 
New M adrid was fighting for su r­ 
vival and recovery. Public works 
and several streets w ere carried 
aw ay, including F ather G ibault’s 
Church, house, and gardens. Only 
two fam ilies rem a ned at one tim e 
of the crisis, and over one hundred 
tracts of land were offered for sale 
for back taxes in April. 1817.
